He asks specifically 
if the proposed 'tidelands bill Introduced 
into the legislature had been passed and 
made into a legal measure and if the voters 
of the city of Alameda had taken any 
steps to validate a proposed ceding of 
the tidelands to the government Rous- 
seau writes as "senior member present" 
of the naval commission. 


The 
tidelands measure provides that 


before the tidelands can be given by the 
city to the federal government the gift 
power must be made legal by a majority 
vote of the citizens of this city. 


CEDES TITLE TO CITY. 


The tidelands bill cedes to the city of 


Alameda all right and title which the 
State of California may have in any tide- 
lands within the Alameda city limits. The 
measure limits the use to certain pur- 
poses, 
including the 
construction 
ot 


wharves, 
docks, 
factories, warehouses, 


piers, slips, ouavs and structures and an- 
pllafices necessary or convenient to com- 
merce and navigation, and gives the city 
additional authority to "give the lands 
forever" to the United States for public 
purposes.' For the purposes of commerce 
oi' 
industrial use the lands cannot be 


given outright by the city, but may be 
leased for twenty-five years, with a lease 
renewal for twenty-five years additional. 


ELECTORS MUST VOTE. 


The bill reads in part: 
"Provided 
further that in granting of any and all 
sUch leases the city council shall.when- 
ever in its judgment it can retsonably -do 
so give preference to owners of upland 
abutting on the salt marsh, tide and 
submerged lands proposed to be leased, 
provided, however, that said City of Ala-

"As an example, m the modern, effi- 


cient power plants of the country 20 per 
cent of the heat in the coal consumed is 
converted into power, whereas In small 
power stations the efficiency frequently 
drops below 10 per cent. Although the 
average efficiency'of all kinds of steam 
power-plants in the United States .can 
be only a matter of guesswork, It is quite 
probable that the average is somewhere 
in the neighborhood of 5 or 6 per cent 
of the energy of the coal transformed into 
useful energy ready for distribution. So 
you can see that. If it were possible to 
elevate the average efficiency to some- 
thing near the maximum now attainable 
in steam plants, about three firhes aa 
much energy would be available for the 


I productive industries of the country. 


"You 
will fird business men, however, 


making the statement that In order to 
attain these savings it will be necessary 
to put In new equipment, and that this 
is not ihe time for changes with the fac- 
tories working at their maximum to eup- 
ply the materials needed In tha war. This 
is partly true, but there is hardly a 
manufacturing establishment In the coun- 
try which can not, with a certain amount 
of care and supervision in its furnace- 
room, use much less coal and 
obtain 


much greater results. 


"Owing to the great abundance of coal 


here, in the past the manufacturer has 
paid but little attention to the amount 
of coal he burned or how it was burned. 
In 
addition, technical .training in our

FIRST CHAPTER. 


The Porto Rico chapter is said here 


to be the first chapter of the American 
Red Cross to be organized outside of 
continental United States. 
The charter 


was not granted until May 1, two months 
after citizenship had been conferred or« 
the Porto Ricans by an act of Congress 
and the recognition of Porto Rico as a 
territory of the United States was the 
deciding factor in granting the charter. 


On account of the newness of the 


organization the campaign for member;* 
did not stop at the' end of the national 
Red Cross week, but will continue until 
the maximum number is secured. It is 
expected that 25,000 members will be 
obtained before the erid of the campaign. 
Committees are at work in all of the 
large towns and are being organized in 
the small ones. 


FOR MEMBERSHIP. 


The campaign thus far has been solely 


for 
membership, 
the " funds collected 


coming from the initiation fees, but as 
soon as the enlisting movement Is well 
organized throughout the island, a cam- 
paign for funds will begin. 


The Porto Ricans are displaying a re- 


markable spirit of patriotism. Their in- 
terest in the work and mission of the 
Red Cross is heightened because of the 
fact that Porto R'can troops already are 
in the United States service and because 
others soon will be called to the colors."
